W ashington, Oct. 4 (AP*—Presi­ 
dent Hoover announced F riday that 
the October I estim ate of th e cost 
of operating the G overnm ent dur­ 
ing the present fiscal year showed a 
decrease of $67,899,000 under the es­ 
tim ate made last July I of $4,202,- 
754.000 
The president said revised esti­ 
m ates by the treasury indicated the 
cost of government during th e fiscal 
year would be $4,134,855,000 He said 
other cuts were rn prospect but did 
not enum erate them. 
The September 30 statem ent of the 
treasury showed a surplus of $52,- 
292.000 for the first three m onths of 
the 1931 fiscal year 
At the end of 
business October I total receipts of

m onths were $868,940,213, while total 
expenditures were $816,647,958
